en record of increased participation,

the total. The first co-operative in 
Canada was formed 155 years ago 
when Nova Scotia farmers decided to 
form an agricultural co-operative 
eociety in 1790 to develop a better 
mariet for theiz beef.

CANADIANS IN UNIFORM 
During the early part of 1939, it 
was a rarity to see a Canadian in Atv 


Force blue. {There were only slightly 
more than_ three thousand of 
them spread across the Dominion At 
that time, it was even less likely that 
one would see the bell-bottom trousers 
of the Navy. There were less than 2,- 
000 personne] in Canada’s pre-war 
Navy, 

At least in the early postwar years 
that is going to be changed, Can- 
ada’s proposed postwar Air Force wil] 
be made up of three parts—regular, 
auxiliary and reserve, There wil] e 
about 20,000 in the regular force, six 
times more than before the war. And 
Janada’s postwar navy wwill have five 
times more men in it than her pre- 
var Navy. 

These figures were given in the 
Mouse of Commons recently when Air 
Minister Gibson and Navy Minister 
Abottt presented their estimates, 
since no definite decision can be 
reached concerning the strength, and 
composition of Canada’s postwar Air 
Force and Navy usxtil the Govern- 
ment knows the nature and extent of 
any commitments which Canada may 
have to accept under international 
agreements for the presrvation of 
peace, 

At the time of writing, the Army 
estimates have got been brought be- 
fore the Commons, so there is no in- 
formation about the size of Canada's 
standing Army. It iwill certainly be 
a great deal larger than heretogore, 
much more mechanized and more 
costly to equip and maintain. 

The bill for all this has not yet, 
been presented to the Canadiay pen- 
ple, but it is going to cause a little 
heart searching not to say pocket- 
book searching when that time ar- 
rives,

T.B, questions and answers supplied 
by the Alberta Tuberculosis Assovia- 
tion, Calgary, edited by F, H. Heise, 
M.D, : 

Q. How are T.B, germs (tubercie 
bacilli) taken into the systgm? 

A The droplets of moisture forced 
out during cough, and coutaining 
tubercle bacilli, are inhaled . ‘Tubercle 
bacilli may also be taken into tho 
body by wayi of food, i.e., bacilli des 
posited on food by coughing, or from 
hands, or in thte case of cattle tuber- 
cle bacilli, by way of milk and its pro- 
ducts, 

Q. What diseases may pnedispose 
one to tuberculosis? 

A. The infectious diseases of child- 
hood, especially measles are thought 
to prepare the way for development 
of tuberculosis, Any disease seriously 
undermining the health may be fol- 
lowed by evidence of tuberculosis, In 
most instances, perhaps, this is a re- 
activation of ¢ dormant tuberculosis. 


Believes There 
Are Too Many 
Cattle In Country 


(Experimental farm notes) 

Concern has been expressed in soma 
quarters over liquidation of beef cat. 
tle holdings this fall and winter, Tha 
fear has been expressed that such 
liquidation will reduce potentia] ment 
supplies a year or two from yow. To 
the¢writer of this letter these fears 
appear needless In fact, in most 
respects considerable liquidation 
seems to be the soundest action that 
can be taken. 

Fundamentally Canada is over 
stocked with beef cattle at the prcs- 
ent time and the same is true of the 
United States, We have a vattle pop- 
ulation greater than ever before and 
in many areas this population is be- 
yond the carrying , capacity of the 
feed resources, This has become aj) 
parent-in many parts of ‘Western Can 
ada, especially this year when drougnt 
has been of widespread occurance, Iy 
the west we simply do not have suf- 
ficient feed reserves to carry our 
prsent cattle load and that will. be 
even more true if 1946 turns out to 
‘be a dry year, 

The second factor is that on the 
basis of markets available previous to 
the war our cattle stocks wil] be 
hard to move after the present war 
time demand subsides. As the Euro- 
pean production of live stock 
returns to normal we may expect a 
reduced demayd for our meat stovks. 
This demand is at an all time high 
at present. None but the wishful 
thinker believes that there will be no 
change in this dirction, 

There never has been a more favor- 
able situation for liquidation of beef 
cattle stocks, Oun hog production 
has been reduced drastically, The 
world is crying for meat at prices 
that are gexerally acceptable to pro- 
ducers. ‘There is no apparent limit to 
amount of meat that can be disposed 
of once it can be put into consumer 
form. The limiting factor is the phy- 
sical capavity of our processing 
plants. 

In the face of this situation what 
is more logical’ than to reduce our 
holdings with emphasis on culligg tie 
inferior stock. There never was a 
more favorable time for suc? action. 
This does not imply. an unrestrained 
flooding of the market. It requires a 
careful analysis by each individual 


producer of ‘his present holdings, his 
ability to provide a continuous,,, ade- 
quate supply of .feed for his stock, 
ayd a survey of the quality of that 
stock. Meat is in so strong demand 
that even the lower grades are read- 
ily accepted, This provides an op- 
portuntiy that may never come 
again to reduce herd numbers to the 
capavity of our feed resources and at 
the same time to build up the aver- 
age quality of our herds to a_ level 
higher than they have ever been be- 
fore, Quality will become important 
again when competition for markets 
once more becomes a reality,

IN THE YEARS BEFORE the war, and even for some time after 
hostilities had commenced, a great deal was heard about isolationism and 
there were many people both on this continent and in Europe who failed to 
comprehend that no country can hope to remain aloof from the repercus- 
sion of modern warfare. It was only after the United Nat@ns had reached 
a high degree of co-operation in respect to military organization, economic 
problems, and other vital matters that superiority over the enemy was 
attained, and the Allies were strong enough to inflict crushing blows on 
Germany and-Japan. If there had been organized opposition among the 
nations of Western Europe to Hitler’s schemes, and if the powerful “Big 
Three Alliance’ of Britain, the United States and Russia had been in 
effect, the disaster of war would in all probability have been averted and 
untold human suffering and economic waste would have been avoided,

The lesson that collective security is essential for 
Lesson Learned. tn. preservation of peace and of human liberty 


was learned at a great cost, and it is one that 
At Great Cost should never be forgotten. It must also be 
remembered that isolationism can be as disastrous in peace as in war, and 
that mutual aid and co-operation between nations must not be discontinued 
now that victory has been won, Every great defeat suffered by the Allied 
armies during the war, threatened the security of all those who worked 
for the Allied cause. In the same manner, poverty, political unrest or 
disease in one country in time of peace may threaten the well-being of 
many others. During the war it was hoped that when peace was restored 
there would be times of prosperity and plenty. It is now realized, however, 


that we cannot have prosperity here while there is privation, want, and 
economic instability abroad.

All Pp At present, help from Canada and the United 
Are Part States is needed to restore those nations which 

were in the path of enemy attack during the 
Of One World war. Both from the humanitarian viewpoint, and 
from the fact that we cannot hope to have economic expansion here if 
we have no foreign markets for our products, we must be willing to share 
our food and other resources until conditions abroad are greatly improved. 
When this help is no longer urgently needed, it will be important that we 
continue to keep it in mind that we are irrevocably part of “one world” 
and that if we want prosperity here, we must be willing to do our part 
to see that. other nations are prosperous, just as if we want peace, we 
must concern ourselves with the peace of the whole world. Isolationism 
on the part of nations almost led to disaster in the war just ended, and 
it is to bé hoped that it will not also jeopardize the peace,

From the crop of vegetables grown 
in Canada in 1944, sizeable quantities 
have been dehydrated and shipped to 
the British Ministry of Food. © The 
total value of the vegetables dehy- 
drated was $5,650,579. This price in- 
cludes the purchase price of the raw 
vegetables, the cost of processing and 
the freight charges from the process- 
ing plants to Canadian seabvard 
points. In the shipments, made 
through the Special Products Board 
were: 9,000,000 pounds of potatoes, 
1,851,000 pounds of cabbage, 888,550 
pounds of carrots, 763,000 pounds of

Wheat Exports 
Expect That Carry-Over Will foal 
Show Moderate Increase 
Canada and the United States, as 
the two major wheat exporting coun- 
tries nearest Europe and with a sur- 
plus of wheat, are now moving this 
bread grain overseas as rapidly as 
transportation and port capacity will 
permit. Six weeks before the end of 
the: 1944-45 crop year on July 31, 
1945, Canada had exported nearly 
288 million bushels of wheat and 
wheat flour. Seeing that the Cana- 
dian wheat surplus available for ex- 
port or carry-over during the current 
crop year was about 630 million 
bushels, it now appears, states the 
Monthly Review of the Wheat Situa- 
tion, that year-end stocks will be be- 
tween 285 and 300 million bushels, 
A carry-over of this size would be 
moderately below the 356 million 
bushels of old wheat on hand at July 
81 a year ago, and the lowest since 

1939. 

The reduced carry-over in Canada 
may be largely offset by increased 
stocks in the United States which are 
expected to range from 350-375 mil- 
lion bushels, as compared with 316} 
million bushels at July 1, 1944, In| 
view of the favourable prospects of 
the United States harvesting an- 
other billion bushel wheat crop in} 
1945, it is now expected that the} 
carry-over of old wheat at July 1,| 
1946 will again exhibit a moderate | 
increase, despite large-scale exports 
and continued heavy domestic use. 
The carry-over of old wheat in Can-| 
ada in mid-summer of 1946, on the, 
other hand, is likely to be still fur- | 
ther reduced in the light of smaller 
planting this spring and the present 
heavy export” program which is 
scheduled to extend into the new crop 
year.
